PPLE BLOTCH. a fungus disease named 
for the dark blotch-like spots formed on 
the fruit, is widely distributed in the central 
and southern portions of the apple belt. It 
rarely occurs in New England, New York, or 
Michigan, and is untnown west of the Rockies 
The fungus that causes this disease attacks 
the leaves, fruit, and woody parts. The symp 
toms produced on the different parts, while 
quite characteristic, are so different in ap 
pearance that it is difficult to realize they are 
all manifestations of the same fungus 
On the leaves the fungus produces tiny 
white spots, each usually having one Dbiectk 
spore-producing structure protruding through 
the white tissue. When leaf infections are 
very numerous, the trees may be defoliated 
prematurely 
On the fruit the fungus produces a wide 
range of symptoms starting with dark, raised

Security Agency, 32 marketing experts 
from eight European countries and the
